Soviet Engineer And 
Girl Convicted As 
Spies In New York 


<♦ 
NEW YORK—JJP)—Judith Cop- Coplon is already under 40 month* 
Ion and Valentin A. Gubitchev, 
the Soviet engineer, were found 
guilty today of conspiracy and at­ 
tempted esspionage. 
A federal court jury of six men 
and six women ruled that the for­ 
mer governm ent employe and the 
stocky, blond Russian met .secretly 
in New York and plotted to spy 
for Soviet Russia. 
It announced its verdict at 11:45 
a. rn. (EST) after having been 
locked up overnight. 
The jurors 
went out at 4:35 p. rn. yesterday. 
Brunette, vivacious Miss Cop­ 
lon, 28, was found guilty on two 
counts—one of conspiracy and one 
of attem pted espionage. 
She was 
found innocent of another charge 
that she attem pted to transm it 
classified FBI documents to u n ­ 
authorized persons. 
Both she and 
Gubitchev, 
33, 
were convicted on a conspiracy 
charge to commit espionage 
by 
removing 
classified 
documents 
from government files and to de­ 
fraud the United States of her im ­ 
partial services. 
Both defendants were remand­ 
ed to jail for sentencing at 10:30 
a. rn. (EST) Thursday. 
Miss Coplon can receive a m ax­ 
imum of 25 years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. Gubitchev faces a 
maximum penalty of 15 years in 
prison and a $20,000 
fine. 
Miss 


to IO years sentence for conviction 
on similar charges in W ashington, 
D. C. 
Neither betrayed any emotion 
as they sat and heard the verdict. 
The Soviet 
delegation 
head­ 
quarters in New York had no im­ 
m ediate comment after learning 
the verdict. 
The case has attracted interna­ 
tional interest. The U. S. govern­ 
m ent branded it as daring, cold­ 
blooded spying. Moscow, 
on the 
other hand, called it a frame-up. 
G ubitchev’s lawyers maintained 
that the meetings of the two in 
New York were simply a matter 
of love.

Indian Affairs 
Are Discussed 


Mulcahay Speaks 
At Kiwanis Club 


Recommendations in the Hoover 
commission report for the handling 
of the American 
Indian problem 
were endorsed by Raymond M ul­ 
cahay, field representative of the 
Michigan departm ent of 
social 
welfare, in an interesting talk 
at 
the meeting of th e Kiwanis club 
Monday noon. 
Mr. Mulcahay, w ho was 
Intro­ 
duced by A. 
M. 
Gilbert, 
Delta 
county 
welfare 
adm inistrator, 
made a survey of the Michigan In ­ 
dian situation a decade 
ago 
ana 
has continued studying the subject 
as a hobby. 
According to Mr. M ulcahay, the 
Hoover commission 
m ade some 
sound recommendations for the 
solution of the Indian problem as 
follows: 
Complete assimilation and inte­ 
gration of the 
Indians 
into 
the 
white population. 
Relegation of the responsibility 
for Indian affairs to the state and 
local levels, with the assistance of 
a federal subsidy, if needed. 
Allocation 
of 
Indian 
welfare 
w ork to the Bureau of Social Se­ 
curity, to be created 
under 
pro­ 
posed federal legislation. 
Equal education, w elfare and 
health opportunities for 
the 
In ­ 
dians and assistance to young In ­ 
dians in obtaining education and 
assistance to take up trades, pro­ 
fessions and business projects of 
their own. 
5,200 In Michigan 
There are no true Indians 
res­ 
ervations in Michigan as in other 
states, Mr. M ulcahay said. Indians 
in this state have been allotted 40 
acres of land for each family, but 
they have no legal right to improve 
the pronertv or cut 
tim ber 
from 
the land, which is 
held 
only 
in 
trust for them. In 
Michigan, th e 
the state has assumed charge of 
the Indians from the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
There are 
390,000 
Indians 
in 
continental United States and 30,- 
000 in Alaska, the latter a m ixture 
of Indian and Eskimos. Michigan 
has about 5,200, Mr. Mulcahay 
said.

Indians Mistreated 
The Indians 
traveled 
through 
Michigan in the wars between the 
tribes and, as a natural 
consequ­ 
ence, some settled in this territory. 
The Michigan tribes were chiefly 
Chippewas, Pottawottomies, Ojib- 
ways and Ottawas. Most U. P. in ­ 
dians spoke the Algonquin dialect. 
The speaker discussed the vari­ 
ous treaties under which the 
In­ 
dians ceded their lands to the fed­ 
eral government. He told that the 
Indians were given 5,000,000 acres 
of land in Kansas under the treaty 
of 1833 and literally “loaded into 
cattlecars and sent out west.” 
The Ilannahville settlement near 
Wilson was founded by a Metho­ 
dist missionary, Peter Markham, 
and named for his wife, 
Hannah. 
The federal governm ent purchased 
3995 acres in this community and 
allotted it to the Indian 
families.

Hannahville and other communi­ 
ties in Michigan are in desperate

Health Budgets 


Health Directors Of 
U. P. Meet Here 


Budgets of local health depart­ 
ments in the Upper Peninsula for 
the fiscal year beginning July I, 
1950, were reviewed today in Es­ 
canaba by representatives of the

health department.

meeting with health department 
directors of the Upper Peninsula 
were Dr. A. G. Baker of the state 
health departm ent’s section on lo­ 
cal health services; and W. G. Ste­ 
phenson of the departm ent’s sec 
tion of finance. 
Health directors of local depart­ 
ments in the Upper Peninsula at­ 
tending the m eeting included the 
following: 
Dr. B. D. Scott of the Houghton- 
Keweenaw-Baraga 
district; 
Dr. 
Donald Cowan of the Chippewa- 
Luce-Mackinac district; Dr. E. J. 
Brenner of the Alger-Schoolcraft 
district; Miss Addie W arner of the 
Iron-Ontonagon d i s t r i c t ; Dr. 
Dr. Charles P. Drewry of the city 
of Marquette; and Dr. William 
Harrison of the Delta-Menominee 
district. 
Dr. Baker said that in reviewing 
the budgets of the health districts 
it is necessary to determine the 
approximate iocal appropriations 
for public health, and consider the 
allotments to the districts of state 
and federal funds. 
The state allotment is $4,444 for 
each county w ith an established 
public health program. 
Federal funds are allocated to 
the counties on the basis of 15 
cents per capita and for categori­ 
cal 
uses, such 
as 
tuebrculosis 
heart, venereal disease, and can­ 
cer. This year the Delta-Menomi­ 
nee district is expected to request 
federal funds to aid the local pro­ 
gram for the discovery and treat­ 
ment of rheumatic fever cases, 
which would be under the classi­ 
fication of funds for heart disease.

SAN FRANCISCO—It 
doesn’t 
make any difference to the fish if 
you use an outboard motor boat on 
a lake. The fish go right on liv­ 
ing and reproducing 
normally— 
motors or no. 
Extensive studies by University 
of Michigan zoologists, reported by 
Dr. Karl F. Logier at the North 
^ 
American 
Wildlife 
Conference 
here, show that the effect of out­ 
board motors on fish is insignifi­ 
cant—if any effect at all. 
Experiments 
w ere 
conducted 
during the sum m er of 
1949 
for 
the Outboard Boating 
Club 
of 
America in cooperation with the 
Michigan Departm ent of Conser­ 
vation on ponds near Wolf Lake, 
Michigan. 
Ran Boat 194 Hours

The great potato muddle is pos­ 
ing a wearisome puzzler for “crop 
controllers.” The nub of it: “ How 
can you keep science-on-the-farm 
from upsetting your plans?” 
Behind the rash of spud-surplus 
headlines which has spread over 
the nation’s newspapers of late is 
a tale of 
stepped-up 
per-acre 
farm production that is a “plan­ 
ner’s” nightmare. It’s a story of 
how wholesale cutting 
down 
of 
planted acreage has been outrun 
by wholesale boosting of per-acre 
productivity. 
Every year since 1947 the n a­ 
tional potato patch, by govern­ 
ment order, has been trim m ed in 
size. Since 1947, the total shrink­ 
age has been nearly 30 per cent. 
Still, last year’s harvest was one 
of history’s biggest. A decade ago 
—in 1939— potato farmers planted 
over 
3,000.000 
acres, 
and 
got 
363,000,000 bushels of spuds. Last 
year they got 402.000,000 bushels, 
from 1,900,000 acres. 
Fields and Frustration 
Talk to potato people in any of 
the 
big 
spud 
growing 
states 
(Maine, New York, California and 
Idaho) and they will tell you of 
the specific better-farm ing factors 
that have made their 
fields so 
fruitful—and the crop controllers 
so frustrated. 
High on their list are the new 
bug killers. On New York’s Long 
Island, H enry R. 
Tallmadge 
has 
about 9 acres in spuds. Says Mr. 
Talmadge: 
“I believe PO per cent of the in­ 
crease in yields in this area is due 
to DDT. In the last three years, 
since w e’ve had DDT, w e’ve been 
getting from every acre 75 bushels 
of potatoes that. we 
just 
didn't 
get before DDT came along.” Mr. 
Talmadge’s acres 
now 
average 
around 400 bushels apiece. 
Report From Maine 
In Maine, which grows far more 
potatoes than any other state in 
the union, farmers echo the re ­ 
port of the Long Islander on the 
potency of insecticides. 
At. the Maine towm of Perham , 
grower Clifford G. M clntire says 
that the insects called aphids us­ 
ed to kill off the potato vines in 
late August before the potatoes 
stopped growing. Now7 DDT and a 
new American Cyanamid Co. in ­ 


secticide called 
Parathion 
are 
butchering the 
aphids—and 
the 
spuds have twFo more weeks of 
highly important, growing. 
“The old 
Colorado 
beetle, 
or 
‘potato bug’, says one Maine farm ­ 
er, “is now clear out of the pic­ 
ture around here. He was extin­ 
guished in the 
first 
couple 
of 
years DDT was used.” 
Fertilizers a Factor 
Chemical fertilizers have joined 
hands with chemical bug destroy­ 
ers in pepping up production. 
Frank VV. Hussey, who planted 
nearly 600 acres of potatoes in 
Maine last year and is one of the 
state’s leading producers estimates 
that Maine potato 
farmers as a 
whole have stepped up their chem­ 
ical fertilizer use 50 percent since 
the late 1930’s. Mr. Hussey has in­ 
creased fertilizer use on his own 
land about 25 percent in the same 
period; he used a lot even in the 
1930’s. 
Maine’s Mr. M clntire says that 
where he used to use 1,200 pounds 
of double-strength chemical ferti­ 
lizer to the acre, he now uses close 
to 1,800 pounds. 
Chemical soil treatm ent stretches 
out the productive life of a potato 
patch. R. W. Ferguson, 
who 
has 
several 
hundred 
acres in Cali­ 
fornia’s famed K ern County says: 
“Up to five or six years ago you 
could use a piece of land for pota­ 
toes for only about half a dozen 
years at a time.” Now7, 
he 
adds, 
chemical 
treatm ent 
of the soil 
makes it possible for him to grow 
spuds on the sam e piece of ground 
for IO to 15 years continuously. 
Contributing to the more-bush- 


els-per-acre trend in potato grow ­ 
ing is the practice of planting the 
spuds closer together in the row7. 
M aine’s Mr. Hussey, 
who 
last 
year got from his acres the w hop- 
pin yield of 
nearly 
600 
bushels 
each (national average 
was 
211 
bushels) says that he used to plant 
his seed-pieces IO 
to 
14 
inches 
apurt in the row and adds: “Now71 
put them only six to eight inches 
apart.” 
A nother 
Maine grower 
who 
planted seed pieces ll inches apart 
just before the war now keeps 
them only 9 inches apart. 
Machines, too, are playing a role 
in creating the potato plenty-plus. 
“The big benefit derived from m a ­ 
chines is that they get the right 
thing done at the right time,” says 
one potato 
farmer. 
“Using 
m a ­ 
chines, a streak of bad 
w eather 
doesn’t interfere so much 
w’ith 
planting, or cultivation or digging 
—because work can be done much 
faster.” 
Little Loss Now 
Another Maine grow7er adds: “ In 
the old horse-powered days, 
dig­ 
ging often was not 
completed 
in 
the four to six week period in late 
Septem ber 
and 
October 
w'hen 
everyone was hurrying to get the 
spuds into the barns 
before 
tho 
first snows. There’s little loss 
In 
the fields these days.” 
Also helping to give 
a 
higher 
per-acre average yield from 
the 
land th at’s planted is the farm er’s 
practice 
of 
only 
dropping 
his 
least-productive acres 
w hen 
the 
Governm ent orders a planting cut. 


Practically all potato people give 
1 generous credit to extrem ely fav­ 
orable weather in recent years as a 
booster of the spud harvests. Good 
i weather means evenly distributed 
I rains and freedom from too much 
I cold. 
“Both the w eather and new d e ­ 
velopments in scientific farm ing’’ 
, says one spud man, 
“are 
unpre- 


i dictable in the crop p lan n er’s cry- 
i stal ball.”—From The Wall Street

minister and under heavy guard. 
Harry A. Burdette, 26, will be 
baptized by the Rev. Sam Gra- 
ley of Charleston in Sugar creek 
near Sissonville after 
a 
brief 
service at Mr. Graley’s church. 
Burdette and another man were 
convicted of kicking to death a 
bottling salesman named Edward 
C. O’Brien last 
summer. 
Bur­ 
dette was sentenced to die in the 
electric chair on April 14. 
How­ 
ever, an appeal has been filed. 
Sheriff Carson 
Richards, who 
gave permission for the baptism 
said Burdette would 
be 
under 
heavy armed guard and that Mr. 
Graley had agreed to let himself 
be handcuffed 
to 
the 
prisoner 
during the ceremony. 
Burdette said he'd 
been

verted to the Baptist faith since 
his conviction a couple of weeks 
ago.
